Typhoon Charlotte 
Picks Up Strength 


Typhoon No. 18 (Charlotte) | 
was reported yesterday to be 
steadily increasing its strength 


to the Japanese mainland. 

The Meteorological Agency 
said the typhoon had develop 
ed into a major storm. It car- 
ried center winds of 75 meters 
a second and 25 meters or more 
within a radius of 300. kilo 
meters. 

It was spotted last night at 
a point about 430 kilometers 
south of Miyakojima Island. 

The agency said the tropical 
storm was heading in a norther- 
ly direction at the speed of 14 
kilometers an hour. 

As to the storm’s future 
course, meteorological officials 
said the typhoon may veer 
sharply and move out into the 
sea off the eastern coast of Ja- 


pan. 

They also said the typhoon 
may strike Japan directly if it 
coritinued to take a straight 
course. 

They said the storm was not 
likely to land on the Chinese 
mainland since it was gradually 
changing its course to the north.

Ceramics Industry Lucky 
In Typhoon Aftermath 


By SHELDON WESSON 


This is the second of a series 
of articles on the effect of 
Typhoon Ise Bay on industry 
and commerce. 


NAGOYA — “We are lucky 
that we can simply wash our 
merchandise. Think what dir- 
ty sea water has done to sew- 
ing machines, gloves and tex- 
tiles.” That’s the perspective in 
which an executive of one of 
the big chinaware export man- 
ufacturers views his own post- 
typhoon problem. 

Generally speaking, the cera- 
mics industry was luckier than 
other export manufacturers, by 
the nature of the machinery 
used, the nature of the prod- 
uct and the location of the fac- 
tories. 

I toured Nagoya and outly- 
ing towns, visiting factories 
where roughly 90 per cent of 
the dinnerware for the United 
States market is manufactured, 
Only one, Sango China Co., suf- 
fered major damage to machin- 
-ery—a 120-foot turmel kiln—due 
to the collapse of a 25-year-old 
wooden building housing it. 
Practically all other factories 
resumed limited production as 
soon as electricity was available

mal as fast as workers finish 
salvaging their own homes and 
report back to the plants. 

One of the worst hurt was the 
huge Brother Sewing Machine 
Co. plant group, described in 
detail later.

The ALBM was fired from a 
B-47 bomber toward the general 
direction of the Explorer VI 
“paddlewheel’s satellite as the 
moonlet swung to within 150 
miles of earth, and the Thor 
sped about 1,700 miles down- 
range. 

The “kitchen sink” satellite, 
a complicated ball of seven ex- 
periments designed to show 
man more about the workings 
of the near and far universe, 
Was the star of the day with its 
Juno II launcher. It was a far 
cry from the blow-up of a 
similar attempt July 16. 


This time, the 76-foot-long 
vehicle fired successfully \ 
through all four stages and sent 
the moonlet whirling into an 
orbit carrying it to within 664 
miles of earth at apogee and 
346 miles at perigee. It is ex- 
pected to orbit about 20 years. 


Two transmitters, which will 
be cut off automatically exact- 
ly one year from Tuesday, are 
now transmitting noises “like a 
flying bagpipe” to its 20 track- 
ing stations and hundreds of 
“bystanding” radio amateurs 
around the world. 


The ALBM was fired from its 
bomber about 20 miles east of 
Cape Canaveral, and sent on a 
trajectory carrying it to with- 
in 10 to 20 miles of the “pad- 
dlewheel” satellite. Ground-sta- 
tioned and aircraft cameras 
photographed the crossing with 
the help of flares. 

The air force said preliminary 
data indicated the missile “suc- 
cessfully accomplished” its mis- 
sion, designed primarily as a 
test of the ALBM guidance sys- 
tem.

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Antarctic 


Meet Opens 
Today in D.C. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Rich- 
ard G. Casey, Australian Minis- 
ter for External Affairs, said 
Tuesday he expects an Ant 
arctic treaty to be signed by 
interested nations will solve all 
disputes in the area, 


But, Casey said, he did not 
think the question of the Falk- 
land islands held by Britain and 
claimed by Argentina, will be a 
subject to be discussed by the 
Antarctic’ conference which 
opens here.Thursday. 


Other diplomatic experts of 
Antarctica added that the con- 
ference of 12 nations will ap- 
proach pending problems by 
trying to bring disputed areas 
into the treaty. 


Casey heads Australia's dele- 
gation to the conference. Fif- 
teen months of preliminary 
talks on the working level have 
preceded the conference which 
is expected to decide, as Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower sug- 
gested in May 1958, that Ant- 
arctic be used for peaceful 
purposes only. 

The working group comprises 
experts from Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Belgium, Britain, Chile, 
France, Japan, New Zealand, 
Norway, the Soviet Union, 
South Africa and the United 
States. It has prepared a draft 
of the treaty, Casey told a news 
conference Tuesday. But he de- 
clined to reveal its contents. 


The treaty, he said, will have 
three purposes: 


1. To establish that Antarc- 
tica is free for everyone to in- 
dulge in scientific research. 

To insure that Antarctica 
permanently remains a non 
military area. 


3. To provide that existing 
claims on the continent should 
be frozen and that no future 
activity should create new 
claims. 


Casey said “substantial agree- 
ment” had been reached on 
most questioéns during the pre- 
liminary talks. Nevertheless, 
he added, the conference may 
last one month. 


Meanwhile the U.S State De- 
partment disclosed Tuesday 
night that First Deputy For- 
eign Minister Vasili V. Kuznet- 
sov will head the Soviet delega- 
tion which will take part in a 
conference on Antarctica, 

The United States delegation 
will be led by Herman Phieger, 
authority on international law 
and former legal adviser in the 
State Department.

shippers hope that the port can 


handle enough merchandise by 


this weekend to barely rush for | 


the Christmas selling season on 
the East Coast, and up to the 
end of October for the West 
Coast of the U.S. 

Following is a summary of 
conditions at the major factories: 

Nippon Toki (Noritake) stop- 
ped two days due to the elec- 
tric power cut-off, but since then 
has been running from 50 to 70 
per cent of capacity, and now is 
close to normal as workers re- 
turn gradually. Minor wind 
damage to buildings occurred, 
and heavy water penetration in 
the roof of the warehouse re- 
quires that hundreds of thou- 
sands of pieces be washed and 
re-wrapped, a task which taxes 
the already depleted labor force. 
Rain through broken roofs and 
windows spoiled much green 
(unbaked) ware. The company 
had 10,000 cartons at port of 
which one-third were damaged. 
They are luckiest of all the 
local makers because they were 
able to truck’ 5,000 cartons to 
Shimizu for U.S.-bound ships, 
and some to Kobe for the Asia- 
tic markets. > 


Sango China Co. suffered 
damage to a kiln bulding, as 
mentioned above. The roof of 
every factory building was 
totally or partially damaged. 
Rain fouled conveyors and 
shelves of semi-finished prod- 
ucts. They suspended produc- 
tion five days, then started at 
10 per cent of capacity, grad- 
ually picking up to. approach 
normal within a week. There 
was little damage to packed 
goods, and they were able to 
move 3,000 cartons through the 
Shimizu port. 


The Seyel China Co. Nagoya 
factory occupies a_ steel-frame 
concrete wartime munitions 
factory building. A leaking roof 
and broken windows, together 
with choked drainage, resulted 
in six inches of water on the 
floors, soaking into 1,000 car- 
tons of dinnerware. This plant 
decorates, giazes and packs 
goods. The factories in outly- 
ing Moriyama and Seto which 
make the bodies suffered dam- 
age to 20 buildings, with some 
roofs lifted off entirely. Their 
output is now 10 per cent and 
is expected to be normal next 
month. Seyei was able to ship 
320 cartons to Shimizu last 
weekend, and considers the 
necessity for shipping more via 
that route is questionable. 


Yamaguchi China Co. (Jyoto) 
reports 250 cartons a total loss 
at piers and another 750 salvag- 
ed. Work was resumed fairly 
normally three days after the 
storm, with little damage to 
buildings. A subsidiary at Gifu, 
which makes 40 per cent of 
their white bodies, was much 
less damaged than other fac- 
tories in that area.’ Thirteen 
other makers supplying bodies 
from Seto factories Were slight- 
ly damaged, and two were bad- 
ly damaged. Yamaguchi hasn't 
shipped any goods through 
other ports, hoping that re- 
sumption of loading here will 
be sufficient. 

The Sone China Co. has sal- 
vaged 1,000 cartons from dock- 
side and was able to ship 500 
through Kobe. Goods in pro- 
cess and decal stocks were de- 
stroyed by water. Power 
failure killed production a full 
week, and now operations are 
80 per cent of normal as work- 
ers return gradually. Building 
damage was relatively light. 

Nagoya Seitosho (Meito) re- 
ports that an old warehouse 
containing new paper cartons 
collapsed, ruining the cartons, 
but there was little factory dam- 
age beyond the usual roof prob- 
lem. They lost six full days’ 
production, but the tunnel kiln 
resumed operations at the week- 


-_———— 


end and everything is now a 
proaching normal Of 1,5 
cartons stored at the water- 
front, 300 were intact and the 
rest salvaged. Minor quantities 
were shipped through other 
ports. 


TAJIMA—Kanehan China Co. 
was the hardest hit of half a 
dozen smaller producers in this 
city near Nagoya which make 
tableware for the U.S. market. 
Fuji Seito, Yamato and Mino 
were also damaged as furious 
winds swept inland, 


| Kanehan’s oldest building, 
a 4,300-square-foot, 25-year-old 
wooden structure collapsed, and 
the dinnerware work centered 
there is now shifted to other 
buildings. They will be able to 
make up lost production by the 
year-end at earliest, 


This town’s factories are old- 
er, smaller wooden buildings, 
compared with Nagoya’s. A tour 
reveals several collapsed or 
leaning weirdly; and few are 
without at least punctured walls 
or roofs. 


SETO—Novelties are the big- 
gest proportion of the export 
manufacturing business here, 
with almost 80 per cent of the 
monthly production of nearly 
$1.5 million shipped to the U.S. 


Almost ay of the hundreds of 
tiny factories are damaged more 
or less. But smoking chimneys 
of the batch kilns attest to the 
reasonableness of the estimate 
by local authorities that half of 
normal production was resumed 
after a week’s suspension. They 
hope to approach normal by the 
end of the: month. 

Factories in this area report 
an aggregate loss of about a 
million dollars’ worth of goods 
at Nagoya port. 


NARUMICHO—The = tangled 
branches of fallen pine groves, 
ripening rice fields swept down 
Into the mud, fallen wooden 
buildings, all attest to the fury 
of the typhoon in this area just 
outside Nagoya. 

The Narumi China Co. is for- 
tunate because it is on higher 
ground and wasn’t flooded. The 
wartime heavy-industry build- 
ings vielded only pieces of roofs, 
walls and windows to the winds 
and rain, but production facili- 
ties were unaffected. 

After a few days’ power sus- 
pension the factory resumed 
operations and is now practical- 
ly normal with 90 per cent of 
employes returned, 

Narumi is most fortunate in 
the entire industry because they 
practically completed Septem- 
ber shipments on the 25th, just 
before typhoon. Only 200 car- 
tons at Nagova port were water- 
damaged and these have been 
salvaged.

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Movies in Review 


‘Marie-Octobre’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


In creating his latest suspense 
drama “Marie-October” (sched- 
uled at the New Toho around 
the end of next week), France's 
seasoned film-author Julien Du- 


vivier may or may not have 
had in mind that fine merican 
film “Twelve Angry Men.” 


Whatever the dource of his in- 
épiration, there is a striking 
resemblance between the two 
pictures. In both films, the 
drama is physically confined to 
one room in which all the char- 
acters are present and Time is 
strictly the present, without the 
aid of flashbacks or overlaps. 
And the point of interest in 
both pictures so devised is na- 
turally the psychological inter- 
play of the characters. 


But the resemblance stops 
there rather abruptly. “Twelve 
Angry Men” is pure idealism in 
action bent on the visualization 
of abstract values such as the 
sense of justice, fair play or 
tolerance, whereas “Marie-Octo- 
bre” is primarily a commercial 
film whose only faith is in the 
power of suspense to captivate 
its audience. 

It is wa a product of 
craftsmanship e basic drama 
upon which the film relies is as 
conventidnal as the old-fashion- 
ed vendetta theme. True, the 
theme is well-concealed at the 
outset, and it takes more than 
half the footage until the cat 
is finally let out of the bag. 
But just the same it is the 
trick, not the spirit, that counts 
with this film. 

It starts with an innocent 
looking dinner party in which 
ex-members of a French resis 
tance group get together to re- 
minisce the life of 15 years ago. 
The nine men and one woman 


out in the suburbs of Paris 
have done fairly well for them- 
selves since the termination of 
the war. The hostess whose un- 
d-.ground alias used to be 
Marie-Octobre (played by 
Danielle Darrieux) is a dress- 
designer with a well-appointed 
shop in town, She is unmar- 
ried, keeping her ardent and 
wealthy suitor (Paul Meurisse) 
at her arm's length because the 
man she loves is dead,—dead 
because of a betrayal. 


The men’s occupations are as 
diversified as life itself: one is 
a butcher (Paul Frankeur) 
whose only concern now is the 
price of meat and taxes; arn- 
other is an owner of a fashion- 
able nightclub (Lino Ventura) 
who owes everything to the 
dead leader of the group. We 
have a maternity doctor (Daniel 
Ivernel), a talented criminal. 
lawyer (Bernard Blier), a print- 
er with booming factories 
(Serge Reggiani) and even a 
Catholic priest (Paul Guers). 

Now, one purpose, if not the 
only purpose, of Duvivier in 
the film is to evoke a realistic 
enough mental picture of these 
former resistance members 15 
years after they dispersed. All 
of them enjoy prosperity to a 
more or less degree, none of 
them particularly anxious to be 
reminded of the hard days, nor 
to be in each other’s company 
too long. When they do meet 
at a gathering such as this, 
they keep their conversation on 
a strictly conventional level. 
Some of them, like the butcher 
who stolidly plants himself in 
front of the television set are 
simply not interested in com- 
pany. But from the outside, 
they make a cordial enough 
group to look at, like an old

family reunion with all its 
hypocrisies 

The atmosphere of tranquil- 
ity is dramatically shattered 
when the hostess Darrievx an- 
nounces the true purpose for 
which they are gathered. It is, 
she says, in order to catch a 
Judas in their midst, the hate- 
ful doublecrosser who handed 
their leader and her lover to 
the Gestapo. 

The bombshell shatters what- 
ver outward grace there was

he is, or what M. Duvivier likes 
to think he is. Each cries for 
the blood of the other. Even 
Marie-Octobre is not above sus- 
picion, one of them calling her 
an .abandoned mistress who 
would do anything. 

It is no doubt the violent con- 
trast of the external man with 
his inner self that director 
Duvivier wants to dramatize. 
And the darker the picture, the 
better it apparently suits him 
in his dramatic purposes.

These three films 
“educational” in the highest 
sense of the word. 
pensed with verbal explica- 
tion; all contained that inter- 


national ingredient, humor; 
and ail “educated” by being 
entertaining. 

Other entries were not so 
subtle, but still well-worth 
seeing. Denmark sent 4a 
whimsical quasi-documentary 


about a girl and a horse; both 
Austria and Yugoslavia had 


delightful films based on chil-, 


dren's drawings; Germany sent 
@ serious art-film on Kandin- 
sky; and Ceylon—which up to 
now has sent the “how-to-till- 
a-fieli” type of educational film 
—sent an excellent nature film 
called “The Living Wild.” 


Some of the entries were 
more expected. Australia had 
a technically superb docu- 
mentary which happened to 
be about how wonderful New 
South Wales is; Italy did much 
the same with Lake- Brescia; 
and Switzerland's film on 
baroque art was at least as 
much about Switzerland as it 
Was about the baroque. The 
other films were largely of the 
how-to-do and/or  look-how- 
pretty-we-are categories, 


An exception was the US. 
entry which, this year, was an 
apparently locally produced 
film on the Hawaii University 
Concert Choir’'s Japan tour. 
Though filled with goodwill, 
it was not at all up to the 
level of many of the other films 
shown. And, indeed, America 
has usually made a rather poor 
showing in these festivals, 


In the last three years the 
U.S. offerings have been al- 
most amateur (not that tech- 
nical polish is needed: the 
Polish film on the dragonfly 
was technically imperfect but 
good nonetheless) and, at the 
same time, have not been of a 
substance to offset this tech- 
nical deficiency. TWo years 
ago it was a completely 
undistinctive film coverage of 
the very fine “Family of Man” 
photo exhibit, adding nothing 
to its original and detracting 
somewhat in that it could not 
show it all. Last year we 
watched while some sculptor 
made a head of Lincoln, And 


*|this year it was a second-rate 
, | choir. 


It is not that the U.S. does 
not have films of equal value. 
It does. It was simply that 
they were not chosen. Indeed, 
so far as I know, there exist 
no channels by. which film 
makers may receive govern- 
ment support, and through 
which the Government may 
acquire good privately-produced 
American films. If USIS 
doesn’t make it, we don’t see 
it. USIS produces some excel- 
lent films, but these are not 
they. And I must say the 
choir looked pretty stupid by 
comparison with the wit of 
the French film, the humor of 
the Belgian, the integrity of 
the Ceylonese, the imagination 
of the Austrian and the Yugo- 
slavian, the brilliance of the 
Canadian. 

These cultural film festivals 
are events of importance 
(though, since the public is 
not invited, one rarely hears of 
them) and many a country is 
judged—cinematically at least— 
upon what it shows. Which 
accounts for their importance.

Spirited as usual, the Shinko- 
kugeki program at Meijiza has 
not a dull moment. As usual, 
its two leading actors divide 
honors respectively in two new 


plays, Shogo Shimada intensely 


believable and lovable in “Kikyo- 
rai” as the timid grade school 
principal, a true simple back- 
country principal who is trans- 
ferred to a town school and gets 
bewilderingly embroiled in the 
teachers-versus authority stinker 
that boiled around the nation 
earlier this year; and Ryutaro 
Tatsumi in “Oni-bi” as an un- 
bearably stern old master of the 
Joruri samisen (the samisen 
accompanying the narrative for 
the Bunraku doll plays) who 
puts his art above everything 
else in spite of the fact that his 
profession is economically un- 
sound and finally wins public 
acclaim and new recognition 
for the declining classic art. 

“Kikyorai” takes up that con- 
troversial education ruckus; 
but the problem itself having 
reached a sort of compromise 
solution in the meantime, the 
play attains the quality of a re- 
trospective.  self-reexamination 
summed up in the end in the 
question of a _ conscientious 
teacher and _  principal—wheh 
will education really return to 
the children?—and a realization 
that the problem is one that all 
the people must shoulder and 
solve instead of blaming and 
picking on others. 

But emerging quite free and 
above the theme itself is the 
country bumpkin principal 
played by Shogo Shimada, in 
what has turned out to be one 
of Shimada’s notably fine 
character creations. Baggy suit, 
bulging old briefcase about 
ready to fall apart, glasses 
perched precariously down his 


the scene after the police and 
teachers have chased each 
other elsewhere, the timid prin- 
cipal is seen picking himself up 
from his crouching hiding posi- 
tion, long after the audience had 
entirély forgotten he had been 
hovering somewhere nearby 
just before the commotion, 

“Ketto Takada no Baba” is 
one of those refreshing old fenc- 
ing romances where good is 
good and bad is bad and no one 
has to worry about possible 
“different interpretations” of in- 
tentions or character. Nakayama 
Yasubei (Tatsumi) is saved 
from a life as an outlaw through 
the kindness of Sugano Rokuro- 
zaemon who more or less adopts 
him and gives him a good educa- 
tion in fencing as well as learn- 
ing.

N.Y. Athletic Commission 
Seeks Ban on Promoters 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The 
New York State Athletic Com- 
mission Tuesday sought perma- 
nent bans against principals in 
the mobster-financed promotion 
of the June 26 Johansson-Pat- 
terson fight, and it did ban one 
of their lesser associates. 


Handing down its decision 


after a lengthy general in- 
vestigation, the commission 
directed counsel James P. Fuss- 
cas to bring license-revoking 
charges against: 

—Rosensohn Enterprises, 


Inc., the organization that pro- 
moted the June fight in which 
Sweden's Ingemar Johansson 
won the heavyweight crown 
from Floyd Patterson. 


—Bill Rosensohn, former 
president of the promoting cor- 

ration, who admitted borrow- 
ng $10,000 from mobster Tony 
Salerno and getting Salerno’s 
$75,000 credit-backing for the 
promotion. 


—Cus D'Amato, manager of 
ex-champion Patterson, who— 
in the commission's opinion— 
attempted to perpetuate control 
of the title by foisting hand- 
picked “managers” upon Patter- 
son’s challengers and who has 
failed to appear at any of the 
commission's general hearings 
from Sept. 14 to Sept. 29. 
D’Amato also shared in the pro- 
motion through a tie-up with 
TelePrompTer Corp. 


Licenses of Rosensohn, 
D’Amato and the Rosensohn or- 
ganization were suspended last 
month. They will be perma- 
nently revoked if proper de- 
fenses are not made at specific 
hearings within the next two 
weeks, counsel Fusscas said. 


The commission banned 
fight-manager Charles Antonucci 
(known as Charley Black) from 
engaging in boxing activities in 
the state or even attending pro- 
fessional bouts. Black, a 
D'Amato crony, was the alleged 
go-between for mobster Salerno 
and an undercover partner with 
Rosensohn. 

In the 1l-page decision read 
by chairman Melvin L. Krule 
witch, the commission made an 


extremely important recom- 
mendation to the state legisla- 
ture concerning future “ancil- 
lary rights” to the television, 
radio and movies of fights. 


It recommended that the 
legislature, when it convenes on 
Jan, 1, pass an amendment to 
the state boxing law and require 
state licenses to be issued to 
individuals or corporations who 
broadcast, televise or make 
copies of fights promoted in the 
state. 

Fusscas said: “because of the 
spread of television, promotion 
of the ancillary rights has be- 
come even more important than 
promotion of the fight. Yet the 
promotions are divorced, as 
far as any control by the com- 
mission is concerned. We have 
control over the tail, but not 
over the dog that’s wagging it.” 

Vincent J. Velella, new pres- 


ident of Rosensohn Enter- 
prises, was mentioned in the 
decision; but no action was 


taken against him as he has 
never been granted a license as 
a promoter.

Cock Your Head and Keep It Cocked! 


For players with fairly 
heavy shoulders and neck, 
I recommend that they look 
at the ball principally out 
of the left eye. Do this by 
cocking your head to the 
right (as shown by the dot- 
ted line in today’s illustra- 
tion) at address and leaving 
your head in that position 
until after the ball is struck. 

By cocking my head I find 
that I'm able to make a full 
turn of the shoulders on the 
backswing without disturb- 
ing the position of my head, 
which’ must remain constant 
throughout the swing. 

For players of lighter 
stature, the best way to look 
at the ball is with the chin 
pointing straight down.

Ishikawa Retains

Women Himalaya Climbers 


KATMANDU (AP)—The first

The dozen women from Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium, Switzer- 
land and India had to retreat 
from Camp 4, high on the side 
of the 26,867-ft. mountain, 
their base camp.

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GATT Will 
Investigate 
Japan Trade 


By United Press International 
Preliminary discussions lead- 
to an investigation of 
Japan's import restriction will 
be started today by a subcom- 
mittee of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trades 
(GATT). 

Full-scale discussions 
begin Monday. 

The i2-nation panel of 
GATT’s Committee on Balance 
of Payments, now meeting in 
Tokyo, will examine the trade 
policies of fItaly, Sweden, 
Rhodesia-Nyasaland and Malaya 
during the next two weeks. 

The panel completed its ex- 

amination to Australia’s im- 
port restri ns yesterday. 
_ It will be up to the Australian 
Government to decide if its re- 
strictive licies should be con- 
tinued, eliminated or curtailed. 
GATT has no powers to order 
any of its 37-member nations to 
amend’ their import policies. 

In the past, however, such in- 
vestigations have tended to lead 
toward the slacking of restric- 
tive trade policies. 

GATT representatives debated 
Australian policies for three 
days in closed meetings. A re- 
stricted report on the findings

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GATT in Conference 


The current General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
meeting in Tokyo is that of the Balance of Payments Com- 
mittee of the trade organization, and this will be followed 
by a ministerial session and the 15th plenary meeting which 
will bring many prominent personalities from all over the 
world to this city. | 

The Balance of Payments Committee is charged with 
determining whether the import policies of member na- 
tions conform to the existing rules of the organization 
whose over-all purpose is the liberalization of trade. The 
limitations imposed on imports by seven nations are being 
investigated, Australia being taken first, Japan second, and 
the other countries to follow. 


It is a prime object of GATT to lay down a common 
code of conduct in international trade and to ensure as 
far as possible the reduction of tariff and other barriers to 
that trade by mutual agreement among the member na- 
tions. At the outset, however, it was decided that prefer- 
ences which existed before GATT came into force should 
be allowed to continue; but with few exceptions existing 
preferences were not to be increased nor any mew pre- 
ferences created. ; 

Unfortunately, this arrangement has had the effect of 
perpetuating a good deal of trade discrimination, although 
this is contrary to GATT’s basic principle, and Japan, for 
instance, has been refused most-favored-nation treatment 
by a number of countries. 

Inthe course of the last two years a series of con- 
sultations has been held with various countries by the 
GATT organization concerning the restrictions they main- 
tain on imports in order to protect their foreign exchange 
reserves, with a view to reducing these restrictions and 
minimizing the discriminatory features contained in them. 


- But this discrimination remains a sore point and the meet-. 


ings in Tokyo will devote time to considering what should 
be done to counteract what is an admitted-hindrance to 
international trade. Japan is one of the countries that 
feels herself compelled by circumstances to maintain a 
certain number of import restrictions but her settled policy 
is to adopt gradually a system of greater trade liberaliza- 
tion. This policy she will explain to the other members 
of GATT while appealing for less discriminatory treatment 
on the part of certain countries toward herself. + 


Japan is vitally concerned with Article 35 which allows 
member states to refuse another member nation the most- 
favored-nation treatment. Becoming a full member of 
GATT in September 1955, Japan has ever since been mak- 
ing unremitting efforts to eliminate this “escape clause.” 
The countries which are at present discriminating against 
Japan are Britain, France, the Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Belgium, Luxemburg, South Africa, Cuba, Haiti, Malaya, 
Ghana, Australia and the Rhodesia-Nyasaland Federation. 
It will be observed from this list that Japan is being 
largely kept out of the markets of extensive areas in Africa 
and elsewhere. As the host in these Tokyo~ meetings, 
Japan cannot very well do otherwise than press her point 
with moderation, but we hope that the discriminating na- 
tions can be brought to see the justice of her complaint 
in this regard. 

Among those coming to Tokyo for the GATT meetings 
is U.S. Undersecretary of State Douglas Dillon. On leaving 
Washington on Tuesday he expressed the hope that the 
coming negotiations here would help to eliminate trade 
discriminations that have hit American exports. 

It is significant that the United States should also 
have to complain of these hindrances to free trade among 
the nations, and we are reminded of the old saying of what 
is sauce for the goose, is sauce for the gander. It is clear 
that no one or two nations can be permitted to get away 
with trade restrictions. The only logical way out pre- 
vailing difficulties is for all GATT members to free them- 
selves of these practéges, for the alternative would be to 
allow everybody to place such restrictions on trade as 
they think advantageous to themselves—a negation of the 
whole idea of GATT. . 


There is no doubt in our mind that complete liberal- 
ization of trade is the most desirable objective. Unilateral 
restrictions placed by one nation on another may from a 
shortsighted point of view secure some immediate advan- 
tage but the eventual results are seldom good. 

In the past such actions have often amounted to nothing 
short of taking a lazy way out of difficulties, and, when a 
veritable trade war has resulted, the first offender has 
generally bitterly bewailed his misfortunes—regardless of 
how these arose. 

In these days when there is deeper understanding 
among the nations of the world as to how greatly they 
are dependent on one another for the general welfare, 
attempts to obtain exclusive or unfair trade advantages 
ought to be ruled out entirely, and we hope GATT will 
be able to take an early further step forward to ensure 
this most desirable result.

Scrap Iron Goliath 


It hasn’t been published yet, 
but the Senate Small Business 
Committee has prepared a sting- 
ing report on monopoly in the 
billion-dollar scrap steel indus- 
try. It chides the Federal 
Trade Commission for dragging 
its feet in a probe of Luria 
Brothers, Inc., and recommends 
that the Justice Department 
get busy. 


If a Justice Department probe 
confirms the Senate committee's 
own testimony that Luria is 
monopolizing the scrap steel 
market at the expense of small 
business competitors, then the 
department should “proceed to 
prosecution,” the report will 
say. 

At the very least, Luria’s con- 


trol of the market seems to be’ 


“monopoly in the making,” the 
Senate report will charge, add- 
ing that there are a “number 
of instances” that raise the 
question of possible violations 
of the Sherman Antitrust Law 
by the scrap. steel Goliath. 
“This (the scrap steel industry) 
is a field that. should be open 
to free competition,” the report 
will state. “It is ideally suit- 
ed for a small businessman 
without too much capital.” 


The Senate hearings were 
conducted under the chairman- 
ship of Sen. Russell Long, Loui- 
siana Democrat. 

Long’s report, signed by a 
majority of the committee, will 
further charge the Federal 
Trade Commission has dragged 
its investigation of Luria from 
1954, through 14,000 pages of 
testimony, to the present with- 
out .making a decision.

He spoke with far ‘ess 
happy optimism than the 
American and British spokes- 
men. He simply made it plain 
that a thing expressed in a short 
word of long meaning—the 
word “trust”—had to be very 
present before France would

For France's part, he declar- 
ed, many settlements of issues 
with the Russians had first to 
be made before disarmament 
could be seriously talked about.

JAPANESE MUSIC AND MUSI- 
CAL INSTRUMENTS. By William 
P. Malm. Charles E. Tuttle, Co. 
300 pp. ¥2,200. 


The world of Asiatic musit 
is one closed to the foreigner. 
Even if he _ is_ interested 
{though some are not—Berlioz, 
upon hearing some Chinese 
opera in Paris, called it (“cats 
on the roof”) he finds he cannot 
read the script, cannot memo- 
rize intervals and rhythmic pat- 
terns, cannot master the instru- 
ments. 

This is true even in usually 
documented-to-death Japan. 
Foreign-language works have 
appeared on Japanese music (in 
large, those of Piggot, Peri and 
Nitobe) *but these have been 
partial, tentative or both. 
Indeed, until Mr. Malm’s present 
work, the most practical of all 
available material has been a 
slim tourist volume, which gives 
some indication of the need. 

In effect, this is the first vol- 
ume to attempt a coverage of 
all Japanese music and to give 
the foreigner entree into the 
closed world.

is singularly well-qualified to do. 
A professional musician who 
both reads and speaks Japanese, 
he came to Japan several years 
ago op a Ford Foundation fel- 
lowship. He obviously knows 
his material, and he can also 
write as a practitioner as well, 
having learned to play a num- 
ber off Japanese instruments. 


It is perhaps for this reason 
that, though thorough on all 
branches, he is best on Noh 
music (which includes the tsu- 
zumi on which he became quite 
proficient), on the samisen, and 


on Kabuki music, particularly |- 


the nagauta and gidayu-bushi. 
This does not imply that he 
is any less readable on, let us 
say, biwa or koto music; but 
there is a certain enthusiasm 
which, over and above the in- 
formation: which Mr. Malm im- 
ports, betrays love as well as 
understanding. 


Though some of the material 
in the k has been more ex- 
haustively treated (gagaku for 
example has been given more 
detailed attention by both Ro- 
bert Garfias and Eta Harich- 
Schneider), other material—sha- 
kuhachi music for example— 
has never been treated at all. 
And certainly the general reader 
has never before been given 
such a slice of Japanese musical 
culture as this. 

And it is toward the general 
reader that his volume is aimed. 
This accounts for the profuse 
illustrations (and perhaps the 
entire luxurious format of the 
book—Tuttle’s quality publica- 
tions are really beautiful ex- 
amples of good book-making) 
and for an approach—used, fF 
am happy to say only in intro- 
ductory material—which is 
slightly effusive, if descriptive. 

Fortunately, this in no way 
detracts from the soundness of 
the book. Once past folksy de- 
soription, Malm-.makes the most 
meaningful of parallels with 
Western music, revealing, rather 
than displaying, a truly great 
knowledge of,,all_ kinds 
music.
